Madrid Government is Discouraged 


By the Outlook. 


WILL LET CERVERA AND BLANCO 


CARE FOR THEMSELVES, 


- Washington, June 11—Special—The frequent delays in 


the sailing of Camara's fleet lend color to the report that 
Spain has concluded to allow the campaign in Cuba to go by 
default, 
Cervera's plight at Santiago is looked upon as an 


evidence of his bad judgment, and he will be allowed to get 
out of it as best he may or suffer himself to he captured. 
The home army has already been too much depleted by the 
sending of troops to Cuba, and if Blanco cannot save himself 
with the force he now has he will be suffered to perish. Lack 
of resources has brought the government to this conclusion. 


Shatter's Expedition. 


Washington, June ii—Special—It is denied here that 


the Santiago expedition put in at Tampa through 
fear of 


Spanish vessels of war. 
The expedition is abundantly able 


to protect itself against any real or imaginary foe that could 
by any possibility be in these waters. 
The entire truth is 


that Gen. Shafter had orders to put in there for final instruc- 
tions. These he received and set sail again promptly. 
The 


expedition will doubtless reach its destination tonight or early 
Sunday morning, and be ready to act at once in conjunction 
with Admiral Sampson's fleet. 
It is thought here that a de- 


cisive engagement cannot be delayed longer than Monday. 


England's Position. 


London, June 11—Special—Lord Balfour's announce- 


ment that Great Britain will not intervene in the interests o! 
peace between Spain and the United States is taken as con- 


/ elusive and final. This decision is consistent with the govern- 
ment's past policy, and is taken without reference to any pos- 
sible alliance, of the future. 
If other powers should interfere 


it is certain that Great Britain will espouse the cause of the 
United States, forcibly if the necessity should arise^This 
fact has been made known at all the European courts. 


Holding Its Position. 


Off Santiago, June 9—Special—The cruiser Marblehead 


has returned to Guantanamo Bay, where she is holding the 
harbor and awaiting the arrival of marines to take the town oi 
Caimanen.'. 
The place is defended by five hundred Spinish 


troops and two gunboats. 
Only a small force be required to 


take the town. 
The fleet en mmunicates daily with the in- 


surgents, who report provisions are becoming very scarce in 
Santiago. 
Negotiations for the exchange of Hobson and his 


associates continue. 


The Cable Cut. 


Off Santiago, June 11—Special— The cable boat Adria 


has dug up the Santiago cable, and five feet of it now hangs 
in Capt. Phillips' cabin on the battleship Texas. 
The Adria 


performed its task under the guardianship of the Texas, but 
despite this fact a. Spanish torpedo boat attempted to creep 
upon the cable boat. 
However, before the terrible'^craft 


could come within distance the Texas had trained its' guns 
on the destroyer and forced it to turn tail. 


A Court Martial. 


Chattanooga, June 11—Special—It leaked out this morning 


that a sensational court martial is promised in the One Hun- 
dred and Sixtieth Indian Sunday. 
The facts are suppressed, 


but it is certain that a commissioned officer will have to ans- 
wer serious charges, for which he is now under arrest.

Caimanera, June lo, via Mole St, Nicholas, June

Special—Tho landing in force by Americans was made on 
Cuban soil this afternoon and the American flag now waves 
over Guantanamo harbor. 
Under the protection of the Ore- 


gon, 
Yosemite, Marblehead, Yankee, Porter, Dolphin and 


Vixen, six hundred marines were landed from the troop ship 
Panther without firing a shot. All oar vessels entered the 
harbor without molestation and dropped anchor. 
Without 


waiting to see what was coming, the Spaniards in the block 
houses fled, leaving everything behind. 
The block house 


was then fired by the marines and the flag hoisted. 


Panic at Santiago. 


Cape Haytien, June 11 -Special—News from Santiago 


is to the effect that a panic prevails there. The American 
and Cuban bombardment is expected hourly, and all resi- 
dents who can get away are fiying to the interior. The ter- 
rible effect of the American guns upon the forts and ships in 
the bay has inspired terror in the breasts of all. Resistance 
to the attack is admitted on all sides to be hopeless, and the 
only safety cf non-combatants is in flight. The city will be 
practically deserted by the time the attack begins, save by 
the Droops manning the forts and those on board of Cer- 
vera's fleet, who, of course, aje compelled to remain and 
offer whatever resistance they can. 
The fall of the city and 


the destruction or capture of Cervera's fleet is regarded as in- 
evitable.
